bodies wore found, aud in Hosiers, Door 
county, 41. In Brussels, 2:3 wore picket! 
up, and in l''orestvillo 35 were tuund. 
Tho State never went ta tho trouble and 
expense of collecting acenrato statistics 
in regard to the loss of human life by 
the great fires oE 1871, but Charles D. 
Kobmaou, of Green Bay, mndo estimates 
which fixod the loas of life at l.fiOO or 
1.700, nearly three times that of Michi- 
gan. The loss of property was never es- 
timated correctly, nnd probably never 
could be. Tho relief which came from 
the people reached sorao throo or four 
hundred thousand dollars. Through the 
kindness of heart, sympathy, and gene- 
rosity of those outside of the burnt dis- 
trict, those who were left with their lives 
saw the dark clouds of destruction and 
despair drift away, and rolicr and sun- 
ight enter their homos. 


Tho train robbery near Qlcndale, Missou- 
ri, is another instance of tho daring and 
lawlessness of American, highwaymen. 
Neither Italy nor Spain can furnish any- 
thing which excels American train rob- 
bers in boldness and daring, and people 
wonder why tho robberies continue to be 
committed in tho Southwest. It is not 
strange that these deeds of lawlessness 
are committed so long as tho ,Tamcs 
gang and other similar organized ban- 
dits are permitted to run at largo

If the robbers wore 
green hands and mado:"bungling work 
of it," then tho ono hundred male pns- 
s'engcrs nro not without blame for allow- 
ing a gang of. ten-pr:'.twelve green men to 
take complete possession of tho train and 
rob tho. pnaaeriggrl of every dollar in 
money and every article of jewelry they 
had about them. They may not have 
belonged to tho James gang, but they 
showed boldness, courage and

enough to-icarry but their daringichomcs 
ot robbery, and every ono of thorn es-

wondered at that robbers skilled in the 
business, can terrify, a train load of pas- 
sengers.

. and tho rospeot with which wo should 
conduct funeral ritos, without hurting 
| some one's feelings. 
Tho Duko of 


, Sutherland's attempt, in England, to do 
! away with tho dreadful shape which 
causes a shudder to all who have lost a 
friend—that of tho coflm—was called 
irreverent, because ho suggested 'that 
the dead should bo buriod in wicker- 
work baskets, with 
fcr» loaves for 


shrouds, so that tho poor clay mi"ht the 
more ea»qy teturn to mother earth. 
Those who favor cremation suffer, again,! 
a still more frantic diaosteenr: and yot 
overy ono: saya^'O '-that we could got 
nd of this gloomy coffin, these white, 
ghastly cold wrappings, and afterward 
of tho.dismal trappings of wool" 
But we can not. Death is, to tho 


most Christian and resigned heart, still 
a very terrible fuct, tt shook to all who 
nve; and its accompaniments, do what 
wo will, are painful. "I.smell the mold 
above tho rose," says Hood, in his pa-: 
thetio lines on his daughter's death. 
Theroforowe havo a difficulty to con- 
tend.with In the wearing of black, which 
is of itself, to begin with, an insult to 
our professed belief in tho rpsnrroction. i 
We advance the logic of despair when 
we drapo ourselves in its .glbomy folds. 
The dress which wo should wear, one 
would think, might bo bluo, the color of 
tho sky, or white, signifying jthat light 
which the redeemed soul has reached? 


But custom, which makes slaves of us 
all, has decreed that wo shall wear black 
as a token of respect for those wo h&vo 
lost, ana aa a shroud for ourselves, pro- 
testing against the gentle ministrations 
of light and cheerfulness with' which onr 
Lord over strives to roach us. This is 
ono side of tho question; but again ono 
word as to its good offices. A mourninn- 
dross docs protect tho wearer while in 
deepest grief from tho intrusive gaycty 
of a passing stranger—it is a wall, a cell 
of refuge. Behind a black veil a poor 
broken-hearted woman can hide herself, 
as she goes out for business or recrea- 
tion, dreading lest any ono shall speak 
to her. 
'• • 


But the black veil, again, is most un- 
healthy. It harms tho eyes, and it in- 
jures the skin. As it rubs against the 
nose and forehead, it is most certain to 
abrade the skin, and often makes a pain- 
ful sore. 
To the eyes, enfeebled by 


weeping, Itlg euro to bo dangerous, and 
most oculists now forbid it.

They now decree that;; crape shall only 
be worn siSfcmonths, eVon for the dear- 
est relative, and that] tho duration of 
mourning shall not exceed a year. A 
wife's mourning for nor husband is tho 
most conventionally deep mourning al- 
lowed, and every ono wno has seen an 
English widow will allow that she has 
made a hearso of herself. Bombazine 
and crape, a widow's cap, and a long 
thick veil—such is the modern English 
idea.

In this country a

without giving us the painful feelino- 
that crape Is too thicker bombazine too 
heavy for comfort. -Excess is to bo 
deprecated in mourning as in every- 
thing,

And in removing tho mourning dress, 
it should bo done by gradations. 
It 


shocks persons of good tasto to see a 
light-hearted yonng widow jump Into 
colors as if she had boon counting tho 
hours. II black ia proper, lot its retire- 
ment be slowly and gracefully shaded 
off with quiet grays and purples, as tho 
feeling of grief, yielding to tho kindly 


ing of thofr mothers, and men always 
dislike it. 


Common-sonse and common decency 


should, however, restrain tho frivolous 
from engaging much in the amusements 
and gayoties of lifo before six months 
nave passed after tho death of any near 
friend; especially, if they pretend to 
wear black, should they bo careful of 
thoso appearances which mourning is 
supposed to resoect—Harper''s Ttazar.

A thoughtful man who was "rough- , 


ing it" in the mountains, whose attire '

Wo 
do not forget our dead, but wo mourn 
for them with a feeling in which anguish 
has no longer so bitter a part. 
* In this country no person in mourn- 
ing for a parent, child, brothor, or hns- 
band is expected to bo soon at concert, 
dinner, party, or any other placo of 
public amusement for thrco months. 
After that one may by jjeonat a concert. 
But to go to tho opera, or a dinner, or 
a party, before she months havo elapsed, 
is considered heartlesa and disrespect- 
ful.: Indeed, the sight of a deep mourn- 
ing dross at such a place is a contradic- 
tion. In terms. 
If one chooses, as many 


do, to not wear mourning, then they 
can go unchallenged to any place of 
amusement, for they have asserted their 
right to bo independent., But if they 
put on mourning they must respect its 
etiquette. To many who sorrow deeply, 
and who regard the crapo and solemn 
dross as a mark of respect to the dead, 
It Is deemed almost a sin for a woman 
to co into tho street, to drive, or to 
walk, for two years without her deep 
crapo veil over her face. 
It is often a 


remark of tho censorious that a person 
who lightens her mourning before that 
timo " did not care much for tho de- 
ceased ;" and many pooplo speak of tho 
fact that a widow or an orphan woro 
her crapo two years as much to her cred- 
it. But those ideas aro generally tho 
product of very barren minds, for there 
fa ostentation In mourning as in all 
things. Tho best authorities limit the 
term of the deepest mourning dress to 
three months, the entfro leaving off of 
crape to six months,-«»d tho mourning 
dress to ono year, and the term of se- 
clusion should follow thoso laws. 


Of course no ono can say that a wom- 
an should not wear mourning all her 
life If sho chooses, but It is a groat ques- 
tion whether, In so doing, she does not 
injure tho welfare and happiness of the 
living.
